The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by a 
materially different process such as by mixing materials including palladium chloride or 
cobalt chloride to form metal nanoparticles which may have a core shell structure as 
opposed to the claimed method of mixing materials which include palladium chloride. 

Inventions I and III are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by a 
materially different process such as by mixing materials including octylamine and 
palladium nitrate as opposed to the claimed method of mixing materials which include 
CioHs, MgCl2 , Li and THF with rapid stlning, collecting the nanoparticles and thereafter 
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cx)ating the nanoparticles by mixing them with CiolHs, Li and THF and at least one of * 
palladium chloride, palladium nitrite or cobalt chloride. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
inventions differ in that the method of Group II includes the processing steps which mix 
different materials including octylamine and palladium nitrate whereas the method of 
Group III includes processing steps such as mixing materials which include CioHs, 
MgCl2 , Li and THF with rapid stirring, collecting the nanoparticles and thereafter coating 
the nanoparticles by mixing them with CioHs, Li and THF and at least one of palladium 
chloride, palladium nitrite or cobalt chloride. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
